U.S. POPULATION IN APRIL 
ESTIMATED AT 143,31 1,000 


Census Bureau Reports Greatest 
Gain in West in Last Seven 


Years. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
The Census Bureau reported to- 
day that the population of the 
United States last April totaled 
about 143,311,000, including about 
1,250,000 then in the armed forces. 

The bureau said the civilian pop- 
ulation, estimated at 142,061,000, 
represented a gain of 10,392,000 or 
about 7.9 per cent in the seven- 
year period since April, 1940. 

The largest increase, about 3,- 
427,000 or 24.7 per cent, was re- 
ported in the West, with the small- 
est increase in the South where 
3 was 1,107,000 or 2.7 per 
cent.

USE OF SHODDY 
ITEMS IN VETERANS’ 
HOUSING CHARGED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
The Veterans’ Administration said 
tod it is getting complaints of 
sub-standard and shoddy con- 
struction in some homes built for 
veterans and proposes to take 
“disciplinary' measures” against 
builders, loan agencies and ap- 
praisers. 

In a dulletin distributed to 
branch officers, lending agencies, 
architects, appraisers and others 
participating in the veterans’ loan 
zuaranty program, VA said com- 
plaints are being received daily“ 
from veterans about “serious de- 
fects” in homes they have pur- 
chased or contracted to have 
built for them with VA loans. 

“Investigation of these com- 
plaints discloses that structures 
have been erected without regard 
to the plans and specifications 
oh which the appraisals were 
predicated, with poor workman- 
ship or shoddy material,” the bul- 
letin asserted. 

“As a result, within a few 
months after the purchase of his 
home, the veteran is faced with 
inordinate repair costs and in 
many instances weaknesses in 
construction which are impossible 
to correct.” 

Veterans have complained 
largely of poor quality materials 
and workmanship in violation of 
plans and specifications, unfin- 
ished landscaping, deficient heat- 
ing systems, and wet cellars, 


ACTRESS BURNS PAINTING; HER 
FACE, ANOTHER’S NUDE BODY 


Carol Janis Slashes Canvas, Puts 
It In Incinerator; Returns 
Frame to Artist. 

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 9 (UP)— 
Actress Carol Janis today said she 
destroyed a portrait by artist 
Edward Withers because he paint- 
ed her head and face on someone 
else’s nude body. 

She said she slashed the canvas 
with a butcher knife, burned it in 
an incinerator, and gave the frame 
back to Withers. 

Withers, who called the work 
“the best thing I've done in 15 
years of painting,” said he was 
“very much disappointed.” 

The picture, which he had given 
the actress, had won a gold medal 
from the Painters and Sculptors 
Club. It showed a woman, nude 
to the waist, facing the artist, 


This paves the way for sub- 
mission of a new plan, which will 
take into consideration Missouri 
Pacific’s large wartime earnings 
and consequent unexpected reduc- 
tion of debt.

21, 1945, and formally entered by 
him Jan. 22, 1946. There was 
added by the appellate court the 
specific statement that the re- 
mand was “with directions to re- 
turn the plan to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for its fur- 
ther investigation, consideration 
and recommendation.” 

Concurring in the order were 
all members of the three-judge

Hogs sold for $30 a 
hundredweight at National Stock- 
yards on the East Side yester- 
day. The price established a new 
record, and was Imost aouble the 
old ceiling.

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V-2 Rocket Fired From American 
Carrier jn World’s First Sea Test 


By JAMES J. STREBIG 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
Naval warfare has entered an 
awesome new phase with the first 
shipboard firing of a 15-ton V-2 
rocket in a secret test by the 


carrier Midway far out in the At- 
lantic ocean. 

The Navy provided few details 
of the firing Saturday but quoted 
its top expert in guided missiles, 
R. Adm, D. V. Gallery, as saying 
“this launching will mark the be- 
ginning of a new era in naval 
weapons.” 

Although the test rocket ex- 
ploded after traveling only six 
miles, the experiment indicated 
land targets could be pounded 
with such projectiles from war- 
ships operating far offshore. 

The Germans were firing the 
46-foot V-2s up to 200 miles to- 
ward the end of World War II, 
when they concentrated the big 
missiles on London and Antwerp. 

Last night’s Navy announce- 
ment did not say whether the 
early destruction of the test 
rocket Saturday was pre-arranged, 
but an officer indicated the plan 
had been for a flight to maximum 
range. The Germans had frequent 
premature explosions with the V-2, 
and this was one of the captured 
missiles. 

The V-2 weighs about 26,000 


pounds when fully fueled and its 
warhead loaded with explosives. 


It is heavier than any aircraft 
bomb in actual use so far, though 
bombs of 40,000 pounds weight 
and more are in the planning 
stage. 

The firing from the 45,000-ton 
Midway was witnessed by “lead- 
ing military and civilian personnel 
in the field of guided missiles,” the 
Navy said. 

It added that immediately after 
the launching, the Midway's air- 
craft took off to complete the 
demonstration of the feasibility of 
combining rocket and aircraft war- 
fare. 

The Midway class carrier has a 
deck of heavy armor plate, and 
thus would be well equipped to 
hold the weight of the missile and 
to withstand the heat at launch- 
ing. | 

The hot blast of the rocket 
would obviously be a serious prob- 
lem, which the Navy may have 
solved by locating the launcher 
near the deck edge and sending 
the blast into the sea. 

(The United Press said the Navy 
is building two guided-missile 
ships, the battleship Kentucky and 
a cruiser, to put into application 
the rocket theory proved aboard 
the Midway, and also is developing 
a rocket missile of its own known 
as the “Neptune.”)

“T talked to Mrs. McAndrew 
about the filthy deal I had got- 
ten over the distribution of my 
father’s estate and the rotten deal 
my mother got,” Linders contin- 
ued, 

Testimony About Shooting. 

Getting to the point of the 
shooting, he related: “I was stand- 
ing beside the mantel and I 
pulled the pistol out of my pocket 
and told ber: ‘I ought to kill you.’ 
She said: ‘What will that get you?“ 
I told her I didn’t care. 

“I fired three shots while stand- 
ing at the mantel. Then I walked 
to the door, opened it to walk out 
and decided to fire one more shot, 
Then I walked out of the house, 
tossed the box the gun came in 
onto a lawn and walked up and 
down Kirkwood road for a few 
minutes. I finally walked east (to 
Taylor avenue) and tossed the 
gun in a gutter. 

„IJ had no money with me, 80 
when I got on a streetcar to ride 
downtown, I told the. motorman 
that I had been drinking and had 
lost my wallet. He let me ride 
free and even gave me a transfer. 
I sat in the back of the car and 
watched my chance to throw my 
hat away, I don’t know exactly 
where it was that I threw it away, 

“I took particular notice, it was 
20 minutes to midnight when 1 
walked into the hotel. I went up 
to the room and told my wife I 
was hungry. She went out to buy 
some sandwiches and I took off 
my clothes. I stuffed them in a 
shopping bag. When she came 
back with the sandwiches, I went 
out and tossed the bag in a sewer. 
I think it was at Third and

Stassen's elaboration of his views 
on American aid was requested by 
the Post-Dispatch because of pub- 
lished reports that he had called 
for abandonment of some nation- 
alization programs in Europe be- 
fore American aid would be forth- 
coming. 

Asked whether he would “ac- 

cept” the socialistic programs al- 
ready started by giving aid to 
these countries, he replied: 
“I would not accept them or ap- 
prove them, but I don't think it 
would be reasonable to ask for 
their repeal. I do think we should 
insist that these countries should 
not move further to the left. 

“We should advocate the system 
we believe in. Experience has 
shown, particularly in postwar Eu- 
rope, that greater regimentation 
means less production.” 

“Does that mean that you think 
no aid should be given to Britain 
if the government nationalizes the 
steel industry?” he was asked. 

“It does,” he laconically replied, 

Stassen told reporters that he 
would make an address of “major 
significance” on American world 
economic policy at a luncheon of 
the New York City Chamber of 
Commerce Sept. 17. This will be 
one of a series of eight scheduled 
speeches and numerous political 
conferences in September and 
October. 

He announced that he would en- 
ter a full slate of delegates in 
the Wisconsin presidential pri- 
mary April 1 and would formally 
open his drive for the Republi- 
can presidential nomination at a 
broadcast rally in Milwaukee Nov.

IN NEW DELHI 10 
GUARD AMERICANS 


Compounds Planned if 
Rioting Requires Them 
—Gandhi Reaches In- 
dian Capital. 


By ROBERT C. MILLER. 
NEW DELHI, Sept. 9 (UP)— 
Emergency plans were pressed 
today to insure the safety of 
Americans in this capital of 
Hindu India which was dominated 
by mob rule, religious rioting and 

rampant violence of all sorts. 


Arrangements were made to 
house United States citizens in a 
compound if necessary. United 
States consular officials carried 
guns. 

Communal warfare pped this 
most beautiful city in India. Great 
fires raged out of control during 
the night. Blazes completely 
ringed the city at sundown. By 
midnight some of the smaller 
ones had been controlled. Those 
in the Moslem area crackled on 
through blocks of small shops, 
hopelessly out of hand. 

This was the warfare of the 
sects, visited in all its fury for the 
first time on modern Delhi. 

(Dispatches to the London Daily 
Telegraph and Express quoted 
Moslems as estimating casualties 
in the Delhi area at 10,000. The 
Moslems were quoted as saying 
that 100,000 persons had joined in 
the fighting in one city area. The 
dispatches reported that all Delhi 
province had been officially pro- 
claimed a “dangerously disturbed 
area” under a system roughly 
equivalent to martial law.) 

The most furious outburst New 
Delhi has known came on the 
day that morning newspapers 
splashed bold headlines saying 
the Indian Cabinet was determined 
to stop the rioting. 

Far from being halted, the riot- 
ing was out of all bounds. Loot- 
ers smashed windows, broke into 
shops, and carried off thousands 
of dollers worth of valuables. 

Police and troops armed with 
bayonetted rifles stood by, keenly 
interested in what was going on 
but offering little or no interfer- 
ence with the pilferers. 

One group of Sikhs made a sys- 
tematic search of the capital's 
most fashionable residential area. 
They went from house to house 
looking for Moslem servants to 
butcher. 

Mohandas K. Gandhi arrived in 
New Delhi today, determined to 
make a supreme personal effort 
to halt the outbreak,

‘Ashamed’ of Lack of Progress Since War, 
Generalissimo Tells Kuomintang 
Executive Committe. 


NANKING, Sept. 9 (AP)—Gen- that. the government already was 


éralissimo Chiang Kai-shek told 
the nation’s political leaders to- 
day the Kuomintang (Govern- 
ment party) was facing “the 
Fravest crisis in its history, ex- 
ceeding even the Sino-Japanese 
war period.” 

Members of the Kuomintang Ex- 
ecuti.e Committee said the Gen- 
eralissimo expressed himself as 
“ashamed” at the lack of progress 
made by the party and the nation 
since the end of the war. 

He charged the Kuomintang had 
“failed to fulfill its responsibilities 
toward Sun Yat-sen (father of the 
Republic) and the people of 
China.” He appealed for “a re- 
vival of revolutionary spirit to 
carry us through the crisis in 
which we find ourselves.” 

The Generalissimo urged “sci- 
entific methods” in sulving party 
problenis, and said China's present 
troubles were largely due to ir- 
responsibility of Kuomintang lead- 
ers and members toward their 
obligations.” 

Unt He Said More. 

Only a condensation of his 40- 
minute speech at the closed ses- 
sion was made public, Government 
and party officials said it had not 
been decided whether to release 
the text, but members of the com- 
mittee hinted the - Generalissimo 
“said much more, and much more 
to the point.” 

Deploring what he termed his 
failure to carry out the wishes 
of Sun, the party founder, Chiang 
asked the party members not to 
make the mistake of . belittling 
potentialities of the Chinese Com- 
munists. He declared “we must 
know their shortcomings as well 
as their merits, in order to cope 
with them successfully.” 

He concluded with an appeal to 
members to make a genuine ef- 
fort to return the powers of gov- 
ernment to the people. 

Premier Chang Chun denounced 
the corruption and ineptitude of 
some government officials as “a 
national disgrace which should be 
removed as soon as possible.” 

Both thus echoed sentiments ex- 
pressed informally by Lt. Gen. Al- 
bert C. Wedemeyer, President Tru- 
man's envoy, after his recent fact- 
finding mission to China. 

Chang painted a grim picture of 
hina’s economic future, revealing 


30 trillion Chinese dollars (roughly 
United States $666,666,666) in the 
red as of.the end of August. He 
said the army was responsible for 
60 per cent of the deficit. 

He told the Kuomintang. that 
China must not rely on foreign aid 
because the United States is adopt- 
ting a “Europe first” policy...

Grit Blown From Cahokia Plant—Apart- 
ment Manager Gets 11 Calls in Day; 
Says Dirt ‘Covers Everything.’ 


Complaints by St. Louis house- 
wives about fly-ash and other ob- 
jectionable dust in the air are 
reaching the office of Smoke Com- 
missioner’ James H. Carter in in- 
creasing volume, he said today. 

Such complaints in the last few 
days, he said, have been notable 
because they arose in particular 
from housewives near the western 
city limits; previous complaints 
had tended to be concentrated on 
the South Side. Cause of West 
Side complaints can be found in 
recent winds from the south and 
southeast, Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren said. Wind blows fly- 
ash over St. Louis from the Ca- 
hokia plant of the Union Electric 
Co., which discharges about 400 
tons of fly-ash a day. | 

Although there are many pro- 
ducers of dust in the St. Louis 
area, including industrial plants 
engaged in grinding operations, 
fly-ash probably is the most objec- 
tionable form of dust and dirt in 
the air. The fly-ash nuisance is 
created chiefly by’ about eight 
large plants in the St. Louis area 
which burn pulverized coal in sus- 
pension, Carter said. Tiny droplets 
of fly-ash form in a plastic state 
in the combustion chamber, cool 
as they leave the chamber into 
soot-like particles which are blown 
over large areas after they leaye 
‘the smokestacks. 

Housewives find the fly-ash par- 
ticles deposited on their window- 
sills in the f of a gritty black 
dust. Not infrequently it smudges 
when they attempt to wipe it up. 


By no means all the dust com-

housewives interviewed by the 
Post-Dispatch in various parts of 
the city, nearly all agreed that the 
dust nuisance had been unusually 
bad this summer and especially 
irksome because of the hot weath- 
er.

Where people had lain on 
their beds you could see clean 
spots because the dirt had settled 
on the sheets around them. From 
our roof you can see the Cahokia 
plant belching dirt, and zee it 
blowing over here. People clean 
their apartments every day and 
still can’t keep them clean.” 
+ Mrs. R. L. Waters, 5801 Enright 
avenue, said “the dust makes my 
baby sneeze. There’s always dirt 
on the window silis, no matter 
how often you clean.” ,

If con- 
ditions were not improved sub- 
stantially by the end of the pro- 
bationary period, flight training 
approval would be withdrawn 
from non-co-operating schools, he 
said. 

Wallace did not disclose details 
of the complaints of violation of 
regulations by the schools. 

Charges that some of these 
schools were engaging in uneth- 
ical practices have been made in 
a report by Clyde E. Brayton, a 
St. Louis flying school operator, 
as disclosed by the Post-Dispatch 
last Sunday. Brayton submitted 
his report to the National Avia- 
tion Trades Association, the Aero- 
nautical Training Society and the 
State Board of Education, which 
supervises the veterans educa- 
tional program.

The Eve- 
ning News said “No more stupid 
decision could have been made,” 
and declared the Hamburg in- 
cidents would be “exaggerated and 
colored in America particularly.” 

“Mr. Ben Hecht and his buddies 
will smack their lips over the 
whole affair,” said the News edi- 
torial, referring to the American 
writer who has been active in the 
movement to send Jews to Pales- 
tine. “Our soldiers are being given 
distasteful and rotten jobs to do, 
A thoroughly bad decision by the 
British Government has laid them 
open to slander and misrepresenta- 
tion. We—and that includes the 
British Jews—are all sick of the 
nauseating attacks on Britain fi- 
nanced and bolstered up by e. 
tremists in New York.”

The troops turned firehoses on 
the shouting and singing refugees 
who resisted attempts to force 
them up from the holds. 

Jews who pressed against the 
barred windows of the police vans 
looked bruised and hevelled, 
eye-witnesses said, and the cloth- 
ing of many was torn. The con- 
ms of vans was accompanied by 
a bus full of blue-uniformed mill- 
tary government security officers, 
two mili police jeeps and a 
truck containing about 40 German 
ce. 


Many of the young Jewish men 
continued their resistance all the 
way down the lank and 
were dragged into the trains or 
vans. 

In Hamburg's city square, mean- 
while, about 1300 Jewish displaced 
persons demonstrated against the 
landings. They were dispersed 
after a clash with 500 German po- 
lice led by a British colonel. 

Two correspondents representing 
the combined British-American 
press reported from below decks 
that one group of Jews and sol- 
diers engaged in a melee and that 
virtually all the Jews in this group 
had to be dragged out. They said 
some of the Jews were clubbed. 

The soldiers were met by a hail 
of tin cans and bottles when they 
went below, the correspondents re- 
ported, and small fights broke out 
at a number of points. British sol- 
diers were ordered to seize the 
ringleaders in each case. 

On the other side of the dock 
shed, wailing and shouted epit- 
thets were heard as the waiting 
train slowly was filled. I saw 
one Jew struck twice on the 
head or shoulders with a club 
while he was being carried to- 
ward the train by British sol- 
diers.

The hotel phone had 
a strange fascination for her 
which gave me much information 
on the telephone numbers to her 
friends. She spoke French very 
well, which indicated a-lohg stay 
in France. 

Another agent, a man about 2 
years of age with an intense in- 
terest in art but more practical 
talent for bomb fabrication, was

ad ua suitcase full of leaflets ex- 
plaifing the reasons for the air 
raid. 
According to our final plans, I 
was to fly over London last Thurs- 
day hight and drop only the leaf- 
lets. On Monday night at 6:30, 
following the landing of the Exo- 
dus refugees, I was to make a 
second flight, taking along the 
Stern gang’s bomb expert, who 
was to drop the bombs. Mr. 
Korff postponed the Thursday 
flight to Friday, and oh instruc- 
fions from the detectives I stalled 
that flight off for another night.

“Independence day should be written, not in letters of gold, but 
letters of blood,” said a bitter doctor in Lahore. 


“Freedom has brought us noth- 
ing but*mob rule,” cried a young 
army officer in Amritsar. In 
thousands of voices of the home- 
less and wounded of the Punjab 
and Calcutta, cried the echo. 

No one in India or Pakistan 
can tell this week whether the 
doctor or officer have been too 
quick to judge, whether the night- 
mare will pass, whether the two 
dominions will wake to the free- 
dom, the progress, the peace for 
which their people long. At the 
moment those ideals seem a long 
way off. 


Thousands Killed. 


Today India is shaken by a 
great convulsion, which cannot 
yet be measured in death or 
traced in origin. In three short 
weeks nearly 50,000 people have 
died. In the same period thous- 
ands of villages have been burned 
or been deserted by the entire 
population. In mass panic, almost 
1,000,000 people have fled their 
homes. The figure may reach 2,- 
000,000 or 4,000,000; the spontane- 
ous migration may become one of 
the most stupendous in history. 


In the presence of incredible 
savagery, flaming intolerance and 
the blood beat of universal fear, 
complete historical detachment’ on 
the part of the western observer 
in India is impossible. An attempt 
at long-range judgment is swept 
away by the immediacy of tears, 
the smell of death. 

Aften 10 days in the East Pun- 
jab of India and the West Punjab 
of Pakistan it does seem possi- 
ble, nowever, to see in mass re- 
action the disaster foreshadowing 
some of the problems which will 
confront leaders of both countries 
in their efforts to build the Demo- 
cratic states they have promised 
to the world. 

To this correspondent—who in- 
evitably must look on India with 
western eyes—one of the most 
ominous discoveries of the last 10 


days in the Punjab was the com- 
plete. absence of any sense of 
group responsibility on the rt 
of the peoples who had — 
struck down by the shared — 
trophe. Even for hys- 
teria and agony, the inability to 
organize for mutual benefit—the

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Since OPA Died 
The price spiral is gaining momentum so fast, 
causing such fear and discontent among bread- 
winners and housewives, that the conservative 


Congressmen who axed the OPA must shiver 
with alarm. The Federal Reserve. Bank of St. 


Louis stated an elementary fact when it observed 
in its monthly review yesterday that 


Neither individual consumers nor the buy- 
ers of capital equipment can continue indefi- 


nitely to withstand the pressure of rising 
prices for the goods they purchase. 


Wages and prices have leap-frogged so fast 
that they threaten to destroy not only our own 
economic stability but also our efforts to shore 
up the economies of our allies abroad. 

Walter Reuther, president of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers, recognized the facts when he 
issued his statement over the weekend asking 
the restoration of price controls. Although Mr. 
Reuther did not say so, we presume that he rec- 
ognized that price controls, if they are to mean 
anything, would have to be accompanied by the 
control of wages. 

Mr. Reuther and all other labor leaders should 
realize by now that in any free-for-all between 
wages and prices, the wage earner will come out 
on the little end. 

The National Industrial 8 Board es- 
timates that, in spite of handsome dollar in- 
creases, wages expressed in terms of buying pow- 


er have declined 11 per cent from the 1945 high. 


Prices gre now 160 per cent of the prewar 
level. If they would stop there, we could endure 
the strain. But they show no signs of leveling 
off. To the contrary, the speed of the rise is 
accelerating. 

This is the sort of merry-go-round on which 
we are caught. Is it any wonder that wage earn- 
ers and salaried people look longingly back to 
the days of the OPA? 

In the 55 months from the beginning of the 
war through June, 1946, prices rose only 23 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average. Then Congress 
sabotaged the OPA. In the next 12 months, prices 
rose 24 per cent of the 1935-39 base. In other 
words, prices rose more in the year after OPA 
was wrecked than they had risen in the pre- 
vious four and a half years. And they are still 
rising. 

It has been argued that price controls have 
the necessary patriotic appeal only in time of 
war. But it happens that we are engaged in a 
war now—a cold war’—against the spread of 
an alien form of government. A stable*price for 
the dollar is an essential element in extending 
to our allies in that war the aid necessary for 

ir survival. 
we re-establish wage and price controls, we 
should go a step further and re-enact the excess 


profits levy, the repeal of which was the first 


long step toward inflation. 

The present uneasy boom, with the consumer 
caught in the vise of rising prices, creates un- 
rest everywhere. What does Washington, Demo- 
cratic and ‘Republican, propose to do about it? 
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Long-Range Project 

In the United States a reporter can walk up 
to any desk sergeant and ask for a look at the 
blotter; he can ring any door-bell and ask for 
a picture; in Washington, they hold press con- 
ferences for him everywhere from the White! 
House down. He can get any story, provided 
he has the wit to get the correct answers to his 
questions. ; 

And his editor can publish anything he writes, 
short of transgressing the laws of libel. The 
system works fine. It provides the reader with 
an almost unabsorbable load of daily informa- 
tion—and with quite a bit of nonsense about sea 
monsters and flying saucers. 

The process comes in for fairly steady criti- 
cism, and yet there’s no gainsaying that it 
helps to keep America free. And what's good ior 
America ghould be good for the rest of the 
world, too. So the State Department asked 
Publisher Finnegan of the Chicago Times to 
draw up a treaty calling for freedom of the press 
all over this wobbly world. If reporters could 
function everywhere as they do here, the facts 
about the world’s troubles would be spread out 
for all to read. And that would be a long, long 
step toward ending the spats, the quarrels and 
the backbitings. 

We are in favor of such a treaty, and we are 
going to say so over and over again for a long, 
long time to come. We devote years to mission- 
ary efforts—because there’s Russia. 
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In Athens, a New Day 

For the first time since the announcement of 
the Truman Doctrine, it seems possible to sup- 
port it without reservation. From the beginning, 
there was no question about the necessity for 
resisting expanding Russian totalitarianism, but 
until the formation of the new coalition gowern- 
ment in Athens under Liberal Themistokles 
Sophoulis, there were misgivings about the 
President’s chosen weapon. A grafting, terror- 
istic dictatorship—such as the Greek royalist 
regime—was no bastion on which to raise the 
banners of democracy. 

That embarrassment is now ended. The pre- 
miership now has gone to Sophoulis who prop- 
erly refused to come into a fusion merely as 
window-dressing. Further, cabinet portfolios— 
both in number and importance—have been di- 
vided almost equally between the factions. In 
a wo g democracy, their representation 
eventually must be determined by popular vote. 
But now they at least start with an even chance 
for the guidance of the future. 

First fruits of the new regime will be an am- 
nesty for the guerrilla fighters in the northern 
hills. Thus there should come a quick end to 
the civil war which has been bleeding an anemic 
land all too long. Greek manpower should be 
enabled to do its full part in sloughing off war- 
created poverty. And the amnesty may even 
serve as an automatic purge of Communists in 
the dissidents’ ranks since—as Cofrespondent 
George Weller reported the other day—the Red 
brethren prefer an exploitable martyrdom to 
forgiveness and good behavior. 

For this scrubbing and purging, almost full 
credit must go to the American delegation in 
Athens, Spurning the tactics of the Russian north 
of the Greek frontier, the Americans refused to 
throw their weight fully behind one faction or 
the other. They insisted, instead, on conditions 
under which democracy can justify itself, thus 


nating not only a firm floor under the Greek - 


aid program, but also introducing a counter- 
philosophy which alone can win over Commu- 
nism in that war of ideas in which guns are all 
but useless. 

But it might have been done 10 much earlier. 
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Russia’s Challenge to U.N. 

This is the central question for the session of 
the United Nations General Assembly which 
will open in New York next week: whether the 
other nations will permit Russia to continue to 
use it as a means of immobilizing them while 
Moscow troubles the waters of Europe and Asia 
and fishes in them. 

The United States’ complaints about the im- 


passe in Korea, ‘the Soviet Union’s complaints 


about the Marshall plan, and all the other items 
which A.P. Diplomatic Correspondent John High- 
tower lists as likely to come up in the session 
ss consequences of one constant conflict. This 

is the determination of Russia to use the U.N. 
as Hitler used the appeasement-fogged Neville 
Chamberlain, and the determination of the 
United States, Australia, and others of the 


United Nations not to let the Communists thus 


pervert the purposes of world organization. 
The free nations can make their policies effec- 
tive if, but not unless, they will begin with the 
unpleasant fact that Russia has no interest in 
reconstructing Europe except as a Communist 
Europe. Until a nation is Communist, Russia 
would prefer to have it in. chaos, for the end of 
unrelieved and hopeless chaos will be Commu- 


nism. The free nations want to speed recon- . 


struction for its own sake and also to give the 
reconstructed peoples .a free political choice in- 


stead of the slight alternative of Communism or 


chaos. 
If Russia should become convinced that it can 


no longer use U. N. to impose inaction against its 


aggressions, there would always be the possi- 
bility that it might withdraw. There is, how- 
ever, something that might be gained, which 
makes a chance worth taking. Under those same 
circumstances U.N. might, finally, work in the 
way it was intended to work, even if it had to 
work less than fully because of the absence of 
Russia. | 

The masters of the Kremlin pose a troublous 
question to the nations they have consistently 
refused to work with. Which is preferable, a 
paralyzed U.N. with Russia, or a healthy U.N. 


without? 
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A Couple of Cavalrymen 


“He never brought me a piece of false in- 
formation.” Lee's voice broke when they told 
him the bitter news of J. E. B. Stuart's death 
that mid-May morning in 1864. And well the 
Confederate commander might, for his dashing 
cavalryman had been the eyes of the army. He 
loved the outpost. He had what it took to work 
out the strength and probable movements of the 
forces in blue. The same skills that made him 
so extraordinary an intelligence officer made 
him a fast, hard-hitting strategist. 

Yet it was niuch more than just an outstand- 
ing officer that Lee had to part with after that 
fatal wound at Yellow Tavern. He lost a dramatic 
soldier—one who had a “lingering adolescent 
love” for being conspicuous. Jeb had ridden the 
best of mounts and at full gallop. He had lined 
his gray cloak with red. He had worn'a bright 
flower in his lapel. He had cocked his hat to 
one side and, with a gilt star, caught in it a 
bouncing peacock feather. His headquarters had 
known how to mix deadly serious business with 
music and dancing. Longstreet and Stonewall 
Jackson respected him while he was the idol of 
the young riders. No wonder Lee's voice 
quavered. | 

Lurid language aside, Cavalryman George 
Smith Patton Jr. was the James Ewall Brown 
Stuart of World War II. He was a genius at 
divining the enemy’s weakness. He moved and 
struck .with lightning speed. He had the same 
flair for the spectacular. Theater as well as 
soldiering was in his flesh and bones—in his 
“blood and guts.” His soldiers may have hated 


‘the “spit and polish” orders; they loved the man 


who gave them.

disbursing seven bil- Gen. Bredley 
lion dollars a year, 20 per cent of federal 
income—Bradley is on the hot seat auto- 
matically. 

Tops among Bradley's achievements is 
the VA medical program, which is so rev- 
olutionary as to be unbelievable. This 
miracle was wrought by the considerable 
persuasive powers of Maj. Gen. Paul R. 
Hawley, VA medical director. 


Spectacular Medical Results 


He crusaded the medical profession and 
convinced it that Bradley was willing to 
set medical standards as high as the pro- 
fession would provide personnel for. 

The results of Bradley’s medical program 
have occasionally been spectacular. In Min- 
neapolis, for example, with 1800 beds the 
pre-Bradley regime treated some 4900 pa- 
tients annually. In the first year under 
Bradley, through better and more efficient 
care, 12,527 patients were treated, a jump 
of 250 per cent, with exactly the same num- 
ber of beds. 

Bradley's ability to resist political pres- 
sure has also been clearly demonstrated 
in the vast construction program of the 
VA and in the operation of hospitals. It 
is a strong tradition in American political 
folklore that government hospitals shall be 
located “on a pretty knoll surrounded by 
votes.“ The welfare of the patient has 
usually been secondary. 
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Snafu In G.I. Insurance 


It was, therefore, somewhat revolutionary 
when Bradley announced that his new 
medical and surgical hospitals in the VA 
would be constructed next to medical schools 
or at most 20 minutes away from them— 
where the best-trained doctors would be 
available to serve veterans. 


Where critics find Bradley 508 vulner- 
able is in his handling of veterans’ insur- 
ance. Here Bradley is caught in the mid- 
dle between loyalty to a subordinate and 


-the inheritance of what proved to be the 


biggest paper-work snafu in the history of 
government. 

The latest available figures show that the 
VA has piled up 1,187,262 separate pay- 
ments from vets which haven’t been identi- 


unfortunate compromises, 


fied or matched with any known insurance 
policy. This could mean that some six bil- 
lion of insurance policies was balled up. 


The manipulator of this singular enter- 
prise is Harold Walker Breining and he has 
been in the insurance end of the veterans’ 
organization and a Civil servant for 26 years. 
Breining has been unkindly described by 
one of his detractors as a “plush-bottom 
bureaucrat.” 

The problem of veterans’ insurance is 
complex beyond belief. But, experts main- 
tain, it could be improved if Breining would 
permit changes. He could call upon any 
insurance company to help him solve his 
problem but he does not do so. 


Bleak Record on New Hospitals 


Not the mildest of Bradley’s critics are 
the service organizations, the American Le- 
gion, the Veterans of Foréign Wars and the 
other smaller groups. When the VA was 
headed by Gen. Hines the Legion super- 
vised many VA hospitals — in fact, ran 
some of them even to the point of deciding 
which ambulatory patients would be given 
permission to attend movies. 

Under heavy fire at the moment is Brad- 
ley’s hospital-construction program. The 
record is bleak. It shows that in the past 
two years construction has started on only 
seven of 74 authorized new hospitals. 


If all Bradley had wanted was to con- 


struct some buildings containing beds, he 


could have had all 74 of his hospitals run- 
ning by now. Hospital design is changing 
rapidly with new medical developments. 


So Bradley courageously scrapped the old 
plans and organized a committee of archi- 
tects and doctors to establish criteria for 
the new hospitals. To get reasonable bids 
he had to advertise as much as three times 
with four months elapsing between each ad. 
But the most serious delay was caused by 
the fact that to design and draw the plans 
for a major modern hospital takes 10 to 
12 months. 


Should Quality Be Cut? 


Latest available figures show that 106 
veterans with service-connected cases were 
waiting to get into hospitals on April 1, 
along with another 5000 whose cases were 
presumed to be service connected. Many of 
these were waiting, not because there were 
no facilities but because they wanted to 
enter a particular hospital. 

Nevertheless, Bradley could care for all 
of these hapless vets if he were willing to 
cut quality. Rather than do this he is tak- 
ing the rap for construction delays. 

There is real danger that Bradley’s anxie- 
ty to do the job may lead him to accept 
Bradley once 
said: * 

“I don’t think there's any job in the coun- 
try I'd sooner not have; nor any job in the 
world I'd like to do better. For even though 
it is burdened with problems, it gives me 
a chance to do something for the men who 
did so much for us.” 

He still has that chance.

In her first adult 38 Miss Erdman | 
has written about-the fertile rolling prairies - 
of Lafayette County, Mo., near Dover Where 
she spent her childhood, and the families 
there whose lives are shaped by nature and 
the subtle laws of native folkways.

When patriarchal old Dade Kenzie died, 
those whom he had known began to recall 
things they had not thought of for years. 
In remembering, they reappraised their 
own lives.

Dade's grave, recalled a minister who had 
said something about the “Lord restoring 
the years that the locust had eaten. He 
said it meant the Lord would give people a. 
chance to straighten things out, even after 
they had made the worst kind of a mess.“

When young, Dade was “something of a 
but tall and stronger in mind 
and spirit than anyone else in the neigh- 
borhood. When he first saw Ellie, he want- 
ed her. In time she married him. Ellie 
was not to be hurried, but when she made 
up her mind, “it stayed made without wav- 
ering for more than 50 years.” 

Their home grew as their family grew. 
Hospitality was never a burden. Order, 
good food, and the lack of pretense ex- 
pressed the innate character of those who 
lived there. 

Some of the children married and drew . 
their wives and children into the circle. 
Barry, Dade’s youngest son, found books, 
not the farm, his home. Elaine, a sort of 
cousin whom Dade had taken in, loved Bar- 
ry, but one Sunday morning years after he 
left home she “saw Miss Laura Meeks sit- 
ting in her pew, alone, and she knew she 
could not stand to die an old maid.” 

She married Henry Waring instead and 
wandered through the routine of her days 
as though asleep, until the half-forgotten 
memories awakened by Dade's passing 
shocked her into realizing the patient vir- 
tues of her husband. 

Not the least among the charactersisthe . 
countryside itself. Dade was shaped large- 
ly by his deep feeling for his broad acres: 


the love a man has for a good, rich land 
that he feels for no other possession he 


may have, passing even the love he bears 
for a woman.“ The fields produced gener- 
ously and bred in those who lived on them 
an openness of spirit.

In contrast was the narrow strip of bot- 
tom land, pinched between river and bluff. 
The “Bottomites” knew “it was no use to 
build fine houses, or plant rich fields, or 
make big plans. It was better to live each 
day at a time, taking what the river pro- _ 
vided, asking no odds.” 

Against this background of nature’s boun- 
ty and nature’s fickleness, the rhythmic 
pattern of the community’s life is projected. 
There are a camp meeting, bountiful Sun- 
day dinners, weddings and funerals where 
death provided “a moment of highest drama 
for the community,” a charivari, and an at- 
titude that, “as in all small places, people 
were strangely cruel to women who did not 
marry.” 

Dade’s granddaughter felt that these peo- 
ple she knew lived in “their own tight lit- | 
tle island of disregard for any way of life 
but their own.’ 
such a pattern was not without its wisdom.

$2,500,000,000 PAID JOBLESS 
OR SELF-EMPLOYED VETERANS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
More than $2,500,000,000 has been 
paid to veterans in unemployment 
or self-employment allowances 
since the fall of 1944, the Veterans 


Administration announced today. 

However, only half of the coun- 
try's 14,500,000 World War II vet- 
erans have received readjustment 
payments of any kind and fewer 
than eight in every hundred have 
claimed all of the allowances to 
which they are entitled under the 
G.I. bill. 

The law provides up to $20 a 
week for unemployed veterans for 
a maximum of 52 weeks. Self-em- 
ployed veterans may claim $100 a 
month, less net earnings for a 
maximum of 102-5 months.

National Boxing Association at its 
annual conventlon here yesterday 
„moved to have the independently 
‘loperating New York State Ath- 
letic Commission line up with 
the. NBA by requesting Gov. 
Dewey to remove any statutory 
regulations preventing New York); 
from affiliating with the NBA. 

The report of President Abe J. 
Greene at the opening session said 
New York’s “strangehold” on box- 
ing has been broken and the sport 
has been restored to the fans.” 

Greene outlined a seris of pro- 
posals for the convention’s consid- 
eration, including defense of cham- 
pionships within a six-month pe- 
riod, elimination of hand-picking 
of title opponents by promoters 
or champions, and an end to 
“hibernation” of title opponents 
until they find a title chance. 

Scoring systems as practiced by 
the various units came in for a 
long discussion and the conten- 
tious points-versus-rounds ques- 
tion was turned over to a com- 
mittee for later action, 


The convention also passed 
along to its members a unani- 
mously adopted resolution that 
referees undergo medical , exam- 
inations before each boxing show 
and a thorough physical check- 
up yearly, The resolution included 
a recommendation that more than 
one referee be named to a full 
card on any show.

Cleaning Plumbing Fixtures. 
/ 


LUMBING fixtures, like just 
Pen everything else, require 

cleaning now and then. And, 
like everything else, there is 
special way to clean them. 


Most wash basins, bathtubs and 
kitchen sinks are either cast iron 
or steel with a coat of baked en- 
amel as a finish. While this sur- 
face is pretty easily cleaned, it does 
get stained especially from a fau- 
cet that drips rusty water. Take 
it when you go about remov- 
ing ‘this kind of a stain. Don’t 
use a harsh abrasive such as steel 
wool, emery cloth or a gritty clean- 
ing powder. If you do, you'll cut 
right through the enamel and end 
up in deep water. Use one of 
the scratchless cleaning powders 
made for this sort of work. Don’t 
expect sudden miracles. Rub the 
stain gently and it should disap- 
pear. Kerosene is another good 
cleanser. Just rub and rub and 
rub. It all takes time, but the 
enamel will be there when you've 
finished. 


Don’t use any of the strong 
chemical drain cleaners to bleach 
out a stain. They will ruin the 
enamel. Use a mild household 
cleanser—nothing stronger. When 
you do use one of those chemical 
drain cleaners to clear a pipe, keep 
it away from the enamel on the 
fixture.

So many little 
stories, all true, have gone out 
about cornflake snow, noiseless 
cork gravel, rubber spiderwebs, 
miniature navies and toy plane 
battles, the impression has grown 
that Hollywood is one gigantic 
fraud. 

This is not true, of course. Most

Off-Season Care 
Of Bathing Suits 


Except for the family that 
makes a clean break from sum- 
mer camp to routine home life, 
you usually don’t know which is 
going to be the last swim of the 


season. Nevertheless, there are 
ways to ‘begin now to insure the 
life of your swim suits for. an- 
other season. Here are things to 
do, now and later. 

Mend every rip and tear. Even 
though you're not sure the season 
is over, it's a good time to catch 
up all stitching breaks, and darn 
thin spots and tears. For seam 
repairs on wool, do not use a 
wk | fine thread because of the danger 
of cutting the wool yarns. For 
use fine knitting yarns or 
the small hanks for mending sold 
at notions counters.

Drink, College 


Two Thirds of American Adults 


Survey Indicates 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 10 
(AP)—Two Rutgers University 
sociologists reported today that in 
the postwar United States almost 
two out of every three adults 
drink alcoholic beverages to a 
greater or less extent. However, 
they said, drinking still is not 
considered as respectable as some 
other social customs. 

Drs. John W. Riley and Charles 
F. Marden based their report, 
published today in Yale’s Quar- 
terly Journal of Studies on Alco- 
hol, on a survey conducted by the 
national opinion research center 
of the University of Denver, 

Sixty-five per cent of those 
questioned said they drank, and 
17 per cent said they drank some 
type of alcoholic beverage at 
least three times a week. The 
report classed the latter as “reg- 
ular” drinkers and the others as 
“occasional” drinkers. 

The Rutgers sociologists said 
it was “most intcresting” that 
while 75 per cent of the men and 


56 per cent of the women were 
drinkers, only 8 per cent of the 
women, compared with 27 per 
cent of the men, were regular 
drinkers. Exactly the same pro- 
portion, 48 per cent, of men and 
women were classed as occasional 
drinkers. 

The survey also indicated: 

City dwellers drink more than 
those in rural areas. 

On the “prosperous” level, 30 
per cent are total abstainers, 49 
per cent occasional drinker’, and 
21 per cent regular drinkers, 

On the “average” level, 34 per 
cent are abstainers, 49 per cent 
occasional drinkers and 17 per 
cent regulars. 

On the “poor” level, 38 per cent 
are abstainers, 46 per cent occa- 
sional drinkers and 16 per cent 
regulars, 

Drinking was found to be more 
prevalent among persons with a 
high school education or better, 
and among adults with foreign- 
bonn parents and grandparents.

PERSONAL INCOME 
RATE HITS RECORD, 
197 BILLION IN JULY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (UP) 
—Personal income reached an un- 
precedented annual rate of 197 
billion in July, the Commerce De- 
partment announced today. 

This was almost two billion 
higher than the June rate, which 
was the previous peak, 

“Higher farm income, increased 
wage and salary receipts, and a 
larger number of World War 4 
veterans receiving state bonus 
were the factors responsible for 
the July rise,” the — 
said. 

The July rate compared with ac- 
tual personal income payments of 
$177,217,000,000 in 1946. Total na- 
tional income last year was $178,- 
204,000,000, including amounts held 
back in reserve by corporations 
and other business. 

Personal income is money paid 
out in wages and salaries, net in- 
come of proprietorships and part- 
nerships, dividends and interest, 
not rent receipts of landlords and 
similar types of income, 

For tHe first seven months of 
1947, the department said, per- 
sonal income was at an annual 
rate of $192,200,000,000 or 12 per 
cent above the $171,900,000,000 rate 
for the same period of 1946.

The Eighth Pennsylvania has 
been a Republican stronghold 
since 1938, when the late Repre- 
sentative Charles L. Gerlach car- 
ried the district by getting 67.7 
per cent of the votes. Gerlach 
died in May and organized labor 
decided to use the district as a 
testing ground for its political 
strength, with the Taft-Hartley * 
Law as the principal issue. 

Gerlach carried the district in 
1946, receiving 49,196 votes to 34,- 
260, for the Democratic candidate, 
a majority of 14,936. Lichten- 
walter increased this majority by 
nearly 3000. 

Effect of CIO-PAC Support. 

The returns raise the question 
whether CIO-PAC support is more 
harmful or helpful to a Demo- 
cratic candidate, The answer will 
not be forthcoming until the com- 
plete vote by precincts can be 
analyzed, 

The district is about evenly di- 
vided between industrial and rural 
communities.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10—Secre- 
tary of State George C. Marshall 
left little doubt today that the 
Administration intends to call Con- 
gress into extra session. 

He said that Europe stood in 
need of quick help and that only 
Congress could authorize it. He 
did not say flatly, however, that 
a special session should be called, 
but intimated that this was a ques 
tion for ultimate decision by 
President Truman. 

He divided help in the Euro- 
pean economic crisis into two 


phases—some form of stop gap or 
interim assistance “to meet the 
immediate threat of intolerable 
hunger and cold,” and afterward 
a long-term rehabilitation pro- 


gram. 

In regard to the first phase of 
immediate assistance he declared 
that “the question of how the 

necessary Congressional authority 
is to be obtained must await de- 
velopments of the next few 
weeks.” In answer to an inquiry, 
he admitted that in his opinion 
the “necessary authority” cannot 
be acquired without an extra ses- 
sion of Congress. The State De- 
partment, he added, has kept 
President Truman fully informed 
of current developments. 

Data Assembled. 

Marshall said that “by the lat- 
ter part of October we shall have 
available working papers on the 
basis of which the appropriate 
Congressional committees could 
undertake consideration of means 
to supplement European. supplies 
of food and fuel for the coming 
winter, where it can be shown that 
every effort hs been made locally 
to meet the critical needs. . 

“The majority of the Con- 
gressional committees visiting 
Europe will have returned by that 
time. We hope that shortly there- 
after the complete data for the 
European recovery program can 
be screened and made available 
in order that the problem may be 
faced in its entirety, and that any 
action taken to meet immediate 
needs may be correlated with the 
general program.” 

He attributed the present situa- 
tion in Europe to summer drouths, 
following an unusually severe 

winter; increasing crop shortages 
and “restrictive financial meas- 
ures which certain European gov- 
ernments have been obliged to 
take.” The last reference was ob- 
viously to the decision of the Brit- 
ish Exchequer on Aug. 20, with 
American acquiesence, to suspend 
free conversion of pounds sterling 
into dollars in the world’s money 
market. 

The unfavorable factors noted 
in Europe’s economy, said Mar- 
shall, “have had serious repercus- 
sions, and have accelerated the 
need of some European countries 
for assistance in reducing cold 
and hunger this winter. This 
phase of the requirements will 
clearly have to be given our 
urgent consideration, and cannot 
await the completion of the 
broader study which the overall 
program demands. The nature of 
the long-term program of Euro- 
pean reconstruction and our atti- 
tude toward it remain unchanged.” 

Marshall declined to make an 
estimate on how much aid Europe 
would need preliminary to the 
long-range program of rehabilita- 
tion and self-help he has pro- 


jected. 

British Call for Relief. 

The State and War Departments 
disclosed last night that an urgent 
request had been received from 
London that the United States as- 
sume a large share of Britain’s 
occupation costs in Germany. 

The British informed the United 

States that they will run out of 
dollars to cover expenditures in 
Germany by the end of the year. 
Britain has been spending at a 
rate of $330,000,000 a year in Ger- 
many, $273,000,000 in dollars and 
the balance in pounds. 
A conference to discuss the 
British request was arranged for 
early October. Britain and the 
United States now divide occupa- 
tion costs in their economically- 
merged zones on a 50-50 basis.
